The State Board of Conserva- 
tion, which has supervisory con- 
trol over the regulation of flood 
waters, is asking $2,436,000 as 
its part їп the program. This is 
an increase of $600,000 over the 
past two years. 

The State Geological Wurvey, 
which has the job of studying 
water problems, has asked an 
increase of $39,000 to $711,000 
for the next two years. 

The State Road Department 
wants to spend $475 million 
during the next two years, or 
$143 million more than is being 
spent during the present bien- 
nium. Chairman Joe Grotegut 
said that $339,750,000 will be 
spent on new construction. 

All these requests, plus al-
